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N. W. D. A. MEETING. 


The eighteenth annual meeting of 
the National Wholesale Druggists’ 


Association will convene in the city 
of Montreal, Canada, on Monday, the 
19th inst. This will be the first in- 
stance in which a national commer- 
cial organization of the United States 
has held its meetings in a foreign 
country, and it is hoped that others 
will follow the example to the end 
that closer business relations may 
result and our neighbors brought to 
feel that while they still owe alle- 
giance to the mother country they 
are really a part and parcel of the 
great American nation. That there 
will be a large attendance there 
can be no doubt, and that our 
Canadian brethren will do all in their 
power to make the visit a memorable 
one goes without saying. Although 
some of the meetings which have 
been held in the past have been of 
vital interest to the drug trade of the 
United States, and have been pro- 
lific in important results, the meeting 
in Montreal promises to be of even 
greater interest and importance than 
any which has preceded it. It is 
therefore desirable that every mem- 
ber who can attend should do ao. 


Among the important matters which 
will come up for discussion will be 
the ever-interesting one of transpor- 
tation, and as this subject was last 
year placed in the hands of an intelli- 
gent and competent committee, the 
report will give abundant material 
for discussion. Pertinent to this, or in 
fact an important part of the sub- 
ject, is that of uniform bills of lading 
and uniform classification. The travs- 
portation companies cannot afford to 
ignore the wishes of such a large 
and important part of their patrons 
as-is comprised in the membership 
of this association and the recommen- 
dations it makes will unquestionably 
receive careful consideration. The 
necessity for a national bankruptcy 
law is another subject which the asso- 
ciation can bring prominently and 
effectively to the attention of our leg- 
islators at Washington. Such a law 
has teen hanging fire in Congress 
altogether too long, and an emphatic 
indorsement of the emended Torrey 
bill by the association cannot fail of 
good effect. The rebate or contract 
plans, like Banquo’s ghost, will not 
down, and on this subject interesting 
debates and reports may be looked 
for. 

Another matter of importance to 
the wholesale drug trade of the 
Uhited States, and in fact to the en- 
tire commercial interests, is the de- 
sirability and necessity for the estab- 
lishment of a Department for Com- 
merce, the head to have a seat in the 
Cabinet and rank with the other heads 
of departments. We now have a De- 
partment of Agriculture and a De 
partment of the Interior. Will any 
one deny that a Department of Com- 
merce, such as we have in the past 
advocated, is not of equal necessity 
and importance? At the formation 
of our government the commercial 
interests of our people were compara- 
tively insignficant and could well be 
looked after by the Treasury Depart- 
ment, but at that time the phenomenal 
growth of our commerce with foreign 
countries was not dreamed of by the 
most sanguine of those who believed 
in an important future of our country 
among the commercial nations of the 
earth. We have outgrown the old 
order of things, and what was ade- 
quate a century ago is no longer suffi 
cient to meet the requirements of our 
ever expanding commercial inter 
course with foreign nations. It is only 
through the advocacy of commercial 
and trade organizations that such 
a department, so urgently needed, 
can be secured, and we trust the Na- 


tional Wholesale Druggists’ Associa- 
tion will put itself on record as 
emphatically in favor of a Depart- 
ment of Commerce.

THE FOREIGN LUBRICATING OIL 
SITUATION. 


The mineral oil trade on the other 
side, and particularly that of Great 
Britain, is not in a flourishing con- 
dition. The Scotch shale oil manu- 
facturers are in a bad way, for with 
the aggressive competition from Rus- 
sia and the United States they are 
compelled to sell their products at 
prices altogether too low to yielda 
respectable profit. Their only hope 
is the paraffine scale business, where 
prices are upheld by the combination. 
Even that is far from flourishing, and 
it has been in a depressed condition 
for several month;. Ordinarily after 
the renewal of the convention, 
the candle-makers come in and buy 
liberally, but this year so far they 
have practically purchased nothing, 
because they have imbibed the im- 
bibed the impression that the combi- 
nation cannot hold. Their belief is 
founded on the fact that wax has 
been offering freely on the other side 
at prices very much below those fixed 
by the combination. According to 
the terms of the agreement between 
the American and Scotch producers 
lower prices are named to buyers on 
the continent than those permitted in 
Great Britan, but in consequence of 
the dull times over there offerings 
have been made to sell at prices 
much lower than those contem- 
plated by the combination. This 
has served to confirm the suspicions 
of the candle makers that a disrup- 
tion of the agreement is imminent, 
and they have kept out of the market 
as long aspossible. In the meantime 
they have been using up the three 
months’ surplus supply they ordi- 
narily carry, and, having about come 
to the end of it, they cannot delay 
making purchases much longer. Con 
sequently the situation, so far as wax 
is concerned, is beginning to take on 
a more promising aspect, and the in- 
dications are that theEnglish markets, 
at least, will become much firmer 
under the stimulus of an active de 


mand. 


THE CARBOLIC ACID BOOM. 

Like other disinfectants, carbolic 
acid has been attracting considerable 
attention of late. During the latter 
part of July a perfectly ligitimate ad- 
vance of two cents per pound occur- 
red in this article. Prior to this ad- 
vance, it is stated, the acid was sell- 
ing below the cost of production, but 
owing to the fact that some of the 
competing makers ceased manufac- 
ing, the market became more settled 
and the advance alluded to followed 
as a natural consequence. Then 
the heavy demand from Russia, 
where the cholera was raging, and 
from France and Germany, where the 
scourge was beginning to make its 
appearance, at once brought the ideas 
of buyers up to the advanced prices, 
which were willingly paid. When, 
however, cholera reached the very 
threshold of this city a fresh impetus 
was given to the advancing move- 
ment in the local market, and this 
was further aided by the light 
supplies on the spot and the absolute 
uncertainty concerning future arri- 
vals so long as the present quarantine 
regulations are in force. Exceptionally 
heavy sales have been made within 
the past three weeks, prises advanc- 
ing at the rate of one or two cents 
per diem, according to the ideas of 
the holders, who felt inclined to push 
values up a notch after each sale. As 
a result the market is in a somewhat 
excited condition and the acid has 
been bringing almost any tigure 
quoted.

The question is, how long will the 
boom last? Some holders think it 
probable that the advance will be firm- 
ly maintained until the end of the year, 
They base this opinion on the fact that 


spot supplies are light while contracts 
for future delivery have been made 


for some time to come. A further argu- 
ment in favor of this view is the state- 
ment that even though the advent of 
cold weather may effectually stamp 
out the cholera for the present, it is 
almost sure to break out again 
abroad in the spring owing to the 
careless way in which the bodies 
of the victims of the pestilence 
have been buried. If that theory is 
generally accepted, carbolic acid will 
doubtless be largely used during the 
winter as a preventive against another 
outbreak in the spring. 

This more optimistic view of the 
situation is not, however, shared by 
the whole trade. Many feel that a 
reaction must set in as soon as our 
port is unencumbered by the stringent 
quarentine measures now made indis- 
pensable through force of circum- 
stances. As soon as supplies begin to ar- 
rive—and it is not inconceivable that 
some consignments may now be wait- 
ingin the lower bay—an easier feeling 
in regard to prices will be inevitable. 
While the cholera lasts the demand 
will doubtless continue at its present 
activity. Should the cholera gaina 
foothold in the city there is no telling 
where prices might go. But many 
are of the opinion that the abatement 
of the pestilence will bring withita 
falling off in the demand and a con- 
sequent depression of prices.

THE *“*BLACK-LISTING” OF CUTTERS, 


A great deal has been written and 
a great deal said regarding the sev- 
eral rebate or coupon systems adopted 
by numerous manufacturers of pro- 
prietary articles for regulating the 
retail prices of their goods. One of 
the systems we discussed editorially 
in our last issue. It is now our pur- 
pose, without going into details which 
are well known to all the trade, to 
consider briefly a system adopted by 
a proprietor in Buffalo. The pro- 
prietor in question sells his goods 
through his ‘“‘wholesale agents.”’ i. e., 
through those wholesale houses who 
will agree to the terms of his con- 
tract, which insigts, in the main, that 
they shall sell no goods except at the 
“long,’’ or retail price to any retail 
house which declines to sign the con- 
tract constituting such housea “retail 
or sub agent.”’ This agreement stipu- 
lates that neither the contracting re- 
tailer nor hig representatives shall 
sell any of the patent medicines of 
the proprietor in question ‘‘by the 
single bottle or package ata greater 
or less price than that established by 
the manufacturers and printed upon 
the wrappers thereof, and that no 
discount from said prices will be 
given on any purchase of less than 
one fourth dozen of each article, and 
only ten per cent. on purchases of 
one-fourth dozen, and that not more 
than fifteen per cent. discount from 
said one-bottle prices will be given 
on purchases of one-half dozen or more 
of each article.’’ Those who decline 
to sign this contract are promptly put 
on the “cut-off” list, which is revised 
monthly and sent to the various 
**wholesale agents.’’ To these who 
are ‘‘black-listed’’ the ‘ wholesale 
agent’’ must not sell. Altogether a 
sharp supervision of the ‘‘ wholesale 
agents’’ is kept, or at least attempted, 
with the view of detecting any wilful 
violation of the contract. 

The object of the system above 
described is theoretically good. It 
strives to protect the retail druggist 
against the competing of cutters. At 
the same time it helps the jobber and 
it helps the proprietor—at least n 
theory. How much each needs pro- 
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tection against cut 

trated in the following instance. A 
little isolated country drug store 
near New York was the scene of 
the episode which we _ have 
chosen. The pharmacy in question is 
the only one in a hamlet situated 
about four miles from one village and 
five from another. The local doctor 
was in the habit of prescribing a pop- 
ular make of cod liver oil emulsion, 
which sold at one dollar a_ bottle. 
Two well known dry-goods stores of 
this city are in the habit of sending 
their delivery wagons to that neigh- 
borhood and either would sell the 
same emulsion at sixty seven cents a 
bottle—exactly what the article cost 
the country druggist. Naturally his 
sales of that make of emulsion of cod 
liver oil decreased to a minimum. 
He cut his price to seventy-five cents, 
but to no purpose. Then he bethought 
himself of a plan, which he immdi- 
ately put into operation. He made 
an emulsion of his own. The utmost 
oare was taken to use the very best 
ingredients, and he felt satisfled that 
his emulsion was as good as the other 
and had this advantage—it could be 
sold at fifty cents a bottle and leave a 
good profit. Butit did not sell. His 
customers wanted the doctor's pet 
brand and bought it where it could be 
obtained cheapest—from either of the 
dry-goods stores which send their 

wagons periodically to the hamlet. 
The disappointed pharmacist showed 
his emulsion to the doctor, who pro 

nounced very favorably upon it, and 
when informed that it would not sell 


because he recommended a particular 


make, he agreed to recommend in 
f iture that made by the local druggist 
So the sale of the erstwhile popular 
brand gave way before the increas- 
ing demand for the cheaper make— 
“and thereby hangs atuale.”’ First, 
the retailer lost money on account of 
the cutter; second, the jobber lost the 
retailer’s trade in the popular emul- 
sion alluded to, because a substitute 
was made to take its place; and last, 
and for the same cause, the proprie- 
tor of the emulsion had one channel 
of sale cut off entirely. This is only 
a single instance, but it serves to 
illustrate the fact that some system 
was needed to freeze out the cutter 
But has the system adopted by the 
Buffalo concern accomplished its laud- 
able purpose ? 

We have before us the last three 
cut-off lists of the concern 1n ques- 
tion, numbered twelve, thirteen and 
fourteen, So far from proving that 
they are restraining cutters in their 
demoralizing practices, they rather 
show the opposite. While few of the old 
names are struck out of the last list, 
many new ones are added and each 
list is longer than its predeces- 
sor. If the names go on increas 
ing in future lists as they have 
done up to date, it will, in 
theory, be only a question of time be- 
fore the sales of the articles owned by 
the Buffalo concern become go re- 
duced as to amount to almost noth- 
ing. There are, however, very few 
houses in the list at which any of the 
Buffalo concern’s remedies cannot be 
obtained at decidedly cut rates, It 
is not for us to say how these cutters 
obtain the goodsin question. That 
they do get them and sell them at 
figures materially below the adver- 
tised prices are facts too well known 
to need demonstration. 

And what does this prove? Surely 
the absolute sautichenes of aoa 
tem employed by the concern in 
question. The operation of the scheme 
costs the proprietors no mean amount 
of money (which, in justice to them, it 
is only fair to state, they express 
their perfect willingness to spend); it 
costs the ‘ wholesale agent ’’ much 
in clerical labor without materi- 
ally increasing his profits, and 
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in its main object the system fails, 
for instead of protecting the retail 
druggist it only deceives him. He 
becomes a “retail agent’’ {fondly 
imagining that the cutters are bound 
hand and foot. He agrees to sell the 
articles only at their advertised 
prices, because he thinks that no 
druggist can obtain them unle3s he 
enters into such an agreement. But 
cutters do obtain them without sign- 
ing any contract. He enters into the 
agreement believing that the system 
prevents his being undersold, but he 
is undersold, and intime he must 
realize that however good may be 
the proprietor’s intentions, the 
scheme has miscarried, and he has 
failed to receive the protection to 
which he believes himself entitled. 

If any cut off list issued 
present time began to embrace the 
names of all the cutters in the coun 
try it isno exaggeration to say that 
over ninety per cent. of the retail 
druggists, to say nothing of the ‘‘de- 
partment houses,’ would appear 


therein. 
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FOREIGN WINDOW GLASS 
HIGHER. 

For some time past the importers 
of window glass have been endeavor- 
ing to revise prices with a view to 
making a larger profit than they have 
been able to make for a year or two, 
ind at the same time avoid antago- 
‘izing buyers or forcing them to take 
American glass in preference to the 
imported, Frequent conferences have 
been held of late with a view to set 
tling this perplexing question, but as 
the New York importers’ plan was not 
acceptable to the Bostonians, and the 
suggestions of the latter did not meet 
the approval of the former, no pro- 
gress was possible. With the open- 
ing of another season, and one which 
promises to be a lively one, both sides 
have awakened to the necessity of de- 
cisive action. Until the present week 
it was questionable whether the im- 
porters could settle their differences 
and unite on a uniform line of action. 
The New Yotk people. or at 
least the most influential part ofthe 
local trade,favored a simplification of 
the list. They wanted lower prices 
on the long list and proportionate dis- 
counts. The Bostonians could see no 
reason for a general revision of the 
long list, although they, in common 
with everybody else in the trade, 
thought that importers should get 
more money on sizes included in the 
seventy-inch bracket and_ above. 
These are the sizes that are most 
affected by the present tariff law. If 
the old list was retained they could 
not be sold at a profit. In 
fact every sale at the prices here- 
tofore in vogue represented an actual 
loss to the sellers. The Boston 
people, whose trade runs largely to 
these proscribed sizes, were anxious 
for an advance in quotations, but for 
reasons best known to themselves 
thought that could be accomplished 
by advancing quotations on these 
sizes, leaving the others as they were. 
The New Yorkers were equally anx- 
ious for the chance to muke a profit 
on the large sizes, but differed from 
the Bostonians in that they helieved 
that by a general revision of the list 
they could so arrange prices on all 
sizes as to enable them to make a 
profit without creating the impres- 
sion among buyers that quotations 
had been unduly advanced. 

The Boston importers have carried 
the day with the assistance of such of 
the New York contingent as favored 
their mode of procedure. Whatever 
credit may be attached to this de- 
parture from old rules, is not alto- 
gether due to Boston, for if we are 
rightly informed, some of the New 
York importers urged the adoption of 
this course long ago, and have ad- 
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hered to the plan in spite of strenuous 
opposition, 

It is extremely doubtful that the 
American manufacturers will adopt 
the revised list. Itis an open secret 
that they stood ready to accept as 
their own long prices those which 
were to have been made in ac- 
cordance with the proposition of 
the New York importers, But as the 
representatives of foreign glass in- 
terests have seen fit to change prices 
on the larger size without altering 
those on the others they do not seem 
to think that they are called upon 
to take action just yet. The fact is 
nothing could have suited them bet- 
ter than that which has occurred. 
They used their utmost endeavors, 


; When the revision of the tariff was 


under discussion in Congress to have 
a heavy duty put on the larger sizes, 
with such success as every one in the 
trade knows. Now that the im- 
porters have advanced their guota- 
tions, it will give the American man- 
ufacturers a chance to put their 
larger sizes on the market at a com- 
paratively low price, yet one that is 


high enough to admit of a profit.

THE PETROLEUM FIELDS 
AUGUST. 

As alreaty announced in our review 
of the petroleum markets, the August 
report of developments in the petro- 
leum fields of Pennsylvania contains 
several bullish features, the most im- 
portant being a decrease in new pro- 
duction. The newest field haus come 
into prominence, and has outstripped 
the phenomenal McDonald field in 
both new production and in new work 
under way, a8 well as in the number 
of wells completed during the month. 
While the total daily yield of the 
Sistersville field is scarcely half of 
that of the McDonald field, it bids 
fair to outstrip the latter if present 
indications are to be relied upon. 
The McDonald field 1s unquestion- 
ably in its decadence, while the Sis- 
tersville field is yet in its infancy, 
although it did not spring into promi- 
nence, as did the other, and which 
may yet show recuperative capa- 
bilities although the increasing num- 
ber of dry holes found leads to the 
belief that its glory is permanently 
onthe wane. The history of the Mc- 
Donald field does not differ in any 
essential degree from others which 
have in the past monopolized the at- 
tention of the trade to the supersession 
of those of equal importance which had 
preceded. What the Sistersville field 
may develop is a problem only to be 
solved by the drills, but the active work 
now being prosecuted will not leave 
the solution long deferred. To offset 
the bullish features of a decrease in 
the new production the August report 
shows a net increase of new work 
under way, operations in the South- 
west District being pushed with vigor, 
a large increase being shown in wells 
drilling, while the older fields nearly 
all show a-decrease. For an increase 
in production we must, therefore, look 
to the Southwest District, and the 
most promising field there is Sisters- 
ville. The falling off in new rigs in 
course of erection is, of course, due 
to the continued low price of the prod- 
uct, which tends to discourage new 
ventures, especially of a wildcat char- 
acter. 

The number of wells completed in 
the Pennsylvania fields during August 
reached a total of 142, which is a de- 
crease of thirty-seven as compared 
with the number completed during 
July. The only fields showing an in- 
crease in completed work were the 
Venango and Clarion, these two 
counties being credited with five 
more wells than in July. The num- 
ber of dry holes reported was thirty- 
two, which is a decrease of nine, but 
does not materially alter the propor- 
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tion of failures, it showing a decrease 
of less than one per cent. The pro- 
duction of the August wells at the 
close of the month aggregated 7,859 
barrels, which is a decrease of 2,210 
barrels, and constitutes the principal 
bull factor of the August re- 
port. The average production of 
the August wells was fifty-five 
and one-third barrels while that of 
the July wells was fifty-six and one- 
quarter barrels. The average of the 
new wells completed during the first 
seven months of the current year was 
fifty-four and one-quarter barrels, 
showing a gain of over one barrel to 
the credit of the August wells. The 
number of wells drilling at the close 
of the month was 242, an increase of 
thirty-nine, but there was a decrease 
of twenty-two in the number of rigs 
in course of construction, making the 
net increase in new work seventeen 
wells. This increase is nearly all in 
the Southwest District. Compared 
with June there is a decrease in new 
work of twenty-seven wells. 

The monthly report of work accom- 
plished andin progress in the Ohio 
fields makes an entirely different ex- 
hibit, there having been an increase 
in every department of development 
work as well asin production, mak- 
ing the report decidedly bearish in its 
tenor and effect, although there has 
been no effect on the price of 
the product. The number of wells 
completed during August was 166, 
which is an increase of thirty-two. 
The number of dry holes was seven- 
teen, an increase of one, but the pro- 
portion of failures was decreased 
from about twelve per cent. in July to 
about ten and one-quarter per cent. 
in August. The production of the 
August wells at the close of the 
month was 14,799 barrels, showing an 
increase of 2,391 barrels, and the av- 
erage production of the wells was 
about eighty-nine and one-sixth bar- 
rels, while that of the July wells was 
nearly eighty-seven and three-eighths 
barrels. . The average for the first 
seven months of this year was about 
fifty-six and one-half barrels, show- 
ingagain for the August wells of 
over thirty-two and one-half barrels. 
The result of the month’s work, there- 
fore, was doubtless eminently satis- 
factory to the operators, which is re- 
flected in the active prosecution of 
new work. The number of wells 
drilling at the close of the month was 
112, an increase of nine, but there was 
a decrease of two in the number of 
rigs in course of construction, mak- 
ing the net increase in new work 
seven wells, the total of incomplete 
wells being 238. : 

The Indiana fields are becoming of 
sufficient importance to warrant con- 
sideration, as we find that during 
August there were thirty wells com- 
pleted whose production aggregated 
1,395 barrels, or an average of forty- 
six and one-half barrels. This shows 
an increase of thirteen in wells com- 
pleted, of 800 barrels in new produc- 
tion and eleven and one-half barrels 
in the average production per well. 
The percentage of failures in Indiana 
is about ten per cent. At the close of 
the month there were seventeen wells 
drilling, an increase of six, but only 
fourteen rigs in course of erection, 


being a decrease of two, and making 
the net increase in new work under 
way four wells.

the Chinese in charge say they will 
be able to commence boiling two or 
three months earlier than in Singa- 
pore.” 


Ozonine is the name of a new solu- 
tion which is successfully employed 
for bleaching fibers, wood, straw, 
cork and paper. It is made in the 
following manner: 126 parts of rosin 
aro dissolved in 200 parts of oil of tur- 
pentine, and to this is added a solu- 
tion of 25 _— of caustic potash in 
40 parts of wator and 90 parts of 
peroxide of hydrogen. The jelly ob- 
tained, on exposure to the light, 
changes in two or three days intoa 
fluid, to which the name of ozonine 
has been given. A teaspoonful of it 
is added to a gallon of water for wash- 
ing. 

We learn from Charles H. Gillespie 
& Sons, varnish makers, New York, 
that the trade on the Monarch liquid 
wood fiiler has been urusually large 
during the past eight months, and 
that the sale is very rapidly increas- 
ing. One of the principal features of 
this liquid fliler is that it contains no 
mineral matter or sediment whatever, 
but fills or ‘‘surfaces”’ the grain of the 
wood by sealing the pores in the same 
manner that shellac does. It is less 
than half as expensive as shellac, and 
is certainly worthy of the attention of 
every one of our readers who may be 
interested in liquid fillers. 


A syndicate of American capitalists 
has secured an option on the volcano 
Popocatepetl, Mexico, which they pro- 

ose to operate as a sulphur mine, 

he voleano is the property of Gen. 
Sanchez Ochoa, who works it on a 
gmall scale, without modern machin- 
ery, securing gvod returns. The 
Americans propose to run an electric 
railway up the mountain and bring 
down sulphur, which will be mined on 
a large scale by the most modern ma- 
chinery, and also to utilize the rail- 
way by bringing down natural ice to 
compete with the artificial ice factories 
there. The sulphur is of excellent 
quality, and is now only used for 
making powder for the Mexican 
Army. 


Of all lands which are compelled to 
produce more than they can con- 
sume in the industrial line, and are 
therefore made dependent on 
the world’s market Germany 
stands at the head. England com- 
pensates for her overproduction by 
the immense trade she does with her 
colonies, and is at the same time ex- 
vellently situated for taking a large 
share in the world’s trade. France 
has so well established her own pro- 
ducts in thehome markets and is in 
addition in possession of such a 
splendid soil, that the productive 
capabilities are more or less balanced 
by the home consumption. But Ger- 
many is situated like no other land; 
her only chance is to engage in a 
fierce competition in foreign mar- 
kets and to extend her trade abroad 
by degrees.—Kuhlow’s, 


According to the German press, 
powen deposites equalling the famous 
Stassfurth mines in richness and ex- 
tent have been discovered in the Wip- 
per Valley, near Sondershausen, in 
the German Principality of Schwarz- 
burg-Sondershausen, by a mining en- 
gineer from Dortmund. The Govern- 
ment of the Principality have sub- 
mitted to the local Lgislative Assem- 
bly a draft contract with the discov- 
erer of the deposits in which the latter, 
under penalty of a fine of 3,000,000m., 
undertakes to form a company (the 
necessary capital of which is esti- 
mated at 8,000,000m.) to work the de- 
posits. The Principality will take 


shares to the amount of 2,000,000m. in 
the company, and will receive a roy- 
alty of 15 per cent. on the net profits 
for the sole —— of working to be 
granted to the discoverer.

PETROLEUM NOTES. 


Abiel Wood, a member of the Pro- 
duce Exchange, died Sunday 4th inst., 
at Greenwich, Conn. Hewas60 years 
old. He was engaged in the petro- 
leum trade. 


A charter was last week granted to 
the United States Pipe Line Co., of 
Bradford, McKean county; capital, 
$600,000. It will be a great pipe line 
to run from Oil City to Bradford, and 
will be built by producers. 


The dispute as to whether the Moore 
Oil Co.’s wildcat on the Oak Ridge 
coal tract would make a duster ora 
producer, has been settled in favor of 
the former. It was drilled through 
the fifth, or what looked like the fifth, 
last week, but found no oil. Itis a 
fairly good gasser from the fourth 
sand and will be shut in and the gas 
used in the field. 


Guckert & Steel have sold their oil 
leases and production in the 100-foot 
territory, in the old Petersville field, 
Butler county. The property consists 
of 200 acres in leases on the Hum- 

tries, Nesbitt, Duncan and Kriess 
arms, with thirteen completed wells, 
12 of which are oil a and one 
gasser. The aggregate daily produc- 
tion of the 12 wells is about 365 bar- 
rels. J. V. Ritts, of the Butler County 
National Bank, and Wm. Walker were 
the purchasers. The price paid was 
$60,000, one-third of which was cash 
in hand and the balance in one year. 
The No. 5 well on the Humphries 
farm was driiled in about two years 
ago, and was one of the largest, if not 
the largest, well drilled in the 100-foot 
field. The property is regarded as 
one of the best in the 100-foot field, 
and by competent judges considered 
worth the price paid for it. 


A suit of some importance, in which 
McDonald oil property was involved, 
has just been disposed of. In 1883, 
W. P. Rend secured 20-year leases on 
a number of farms southwest of Mc. 
Donald, and drilled a well on one of 
them, that proved to be dry. The 
leases and property were abandoned 
and nothing more was thought of it 
till the field was opened nearly two 
years ago and the property leased by 
other parties. Rend then claimed his 
leases taken in’83 still in force. Knox 
Bros. took a lease on the Scott farm, 
on which at one time a Rend lease 
covered. They started and drilleda 
well that produced 80 barrels a day, 
and is still producing. Rend hada 
writ of restrictment issued and they 
gave bonds in the sum of $6,000 but 
did nothing towards ot the 
territory. On last Saturday, Rend ap- 

eared in court, paid the costs and 
fad the suit dismissed.

JAMES R. MILLER. 


James R. Miller, of Little Rock, 
Ark., died at Saratoga, N. Y., on the 
4th inst. in his fifty fifth year. 

Capt. Miller was born in Rogers- 
ville, Tenn., in 1838. He started in 
life a poor printer boy, and held cases 
before the war on the old Courier 
Journal, Louisville; Cincinnati En- 
quirer, and Nashville American. He 
was a captain in the Confederate 
Army, and at the close of the war had 
notacent. He early recognized the 
probable importance to which the 
cottonseed oil industry would devel- 
ope and bent his energies to gaina 
foothold, which his natural ability 
soon enabled him to do. He became 
one of the pioneers in the cottonseed 
oil business in Memphis, and soon 
after the close of the war became in- 
terested with his uncle, Wiley B. Mil. 
ler, in the Panola Cottonseed Oil Mill. 
Here he was very successful and later 
he became interested with Col. Urqu- 
hart in the Little Rock Oil Co., and 
thereafter became a resident of Little 
Rock, Ark. He also became inter- 
ested in the Argenta Cottonseed Oil 
Co., became a stockholder and di- 
rector in the Fort Smith Oil and Com- 
pecee Co., the Texarcana Oil and 

anufacturing Co., Newport Cotton- 
seed Oil Co., Eureka Cottonseed Oil 
Co., and the Emma Cottonseed Oil 
Co. He was one of the organizers of 
the American Cotton Oil ‘I'rust. He 
was also president of the Arkansas 
Industrial Association, president of 
the Pulaski Gaslight Company, di- 
rector in the Arkansas Pump and 
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Pipe Company, director of the Ger- 
man National Bank, and director of 
the Arkansas Insurance Com any. 
He became owner of the Little Rock 
street railway and for ten years con- 
trolled the lease of the convict labor 
of Arkansas, employing the labor on 
the plantations, brick yards and other 
enterprises in which he was interested. 

€ was one of the best known and 
most public spirited men in the 
South, and was successful in every 
business enterprise in which he be- 
came interested.

MISCELLANEOUS. 


Mineral Oils and Wax Abroad. 


Mr. John E. Borne, who recently 
returned from an extended visit to 
Europe, has not an encouraging tale 
to tell concerning the condition of the 
mineral oil trade over there. Toa 
nee of the Reporter, who 
asked him what impressions he had 
received while abroad regarding the 
state of trade, he said: 

‘* Business on the other side is only 
fair. All over Europe, and particu- 
larly in England, trade is disorgan- 
ized and depressed by the conditions 
that have existed there for some time 
past. The tendency of prices is 
constantly downward as the result 
of aggressive competition from here 
and from Russia, and some heavy 
cuts have been made of late in the 
prices of the mineral oils. The 
American refiners are in the best po- 
sition, but the Scotch manufacturers 
do not see a way out of the difficul- 
ties caused by the extreme depres- 
sion in their industry. Their onl 
hope isin the good prices of paraf- 
fine scale, which are upheld by the 
combination. But even from that 
they have not received much assist- 
ance since the renewal of the agree- 
ment some four months ago. The 
candle makers have not followed their 
usual policy of buying liberally 
as soon as the combination is re- 
newed, because they do not believe it 
will last, their impression being based 
upon the very low prices at which wax 
has been offering there. Everybody, 
pera the Americans, have 

een anxious to extend their sales, 
but finding no buyers, have put 
prices down to figures that should 
attract consumers. 

‘However, the candle makers will 
soon be compelled to buy, as they 
have about used up their surplus 
stock. The outlook for a firmer mar- 
ket and better prices is therefore en- 
couraging. 

‘*My trip was an exceedingly satis- 
factory one. We are steadily increas- 
ing our trade on the other side, and 
in fact all of the American refiners 
are doing a good business over there 
but atdeclining prices. While there 
is a good deal of depression in places, 
the Scotch pecple feel it most.”

The Pig Lead Situation. 


The recent stiffening of prices in 
the market for pig lead has stimu- 
lated inquiry as to the future of this 
article: That there has been a strong 
bull element among refiners—notab]l 
in the West—every one connecte 
with the trade knows. Western pro- 
ducers pointed to short consumptive 
stocks and curtailed production as 
premises upon which to base a logical 
conclusion suitable to their own 
wishes. Scarcely had the echo of the 
prophecy died away before quotations 
began to decline. The history is too 
recent to call for punctuation by way 
of repetition. In the Chicago market, 
pig lead declined to 3 95c, and, for a 
ong time it went a begging even at 
that. 

Every one is familiar with the re- 
cent appreciation (and with the subse- 
quent reaction), but it —_ be that 
not every one fully comprehends the 
operative causes. Therepresentatives 
of the Western refiners have repeat- 
edly set forth the reasons ‘‘for the 
faith that is within them.’’ Witha 
diminished output, depleted stocks in 
the hands of middlemen, and pre- 
sumably normal consumption, what 
result could ensue? Only one—better 
prices. 

What have the events shown? In 
the face of all strikes (and notably 
that in the Cour d’Alene district), and 
in spite of all asseverations to the 
contrary, there seems to be enough 
American pig lead to ‘‘go around," 
While offers are judiciously re- 
stricted, bidders manifest no lit- 
tle prudence. Buyers seem to have 
but few controlling ideas. Their 
first impulse is to buy for immediate 
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wants, their cecond is to withdraw 
from the market when they have 
enough. This policy can only result 
one way. In any sensitive market, 
where sellers and buyers are apart, a 
very light inquiry tends to put prices 
up and a reduction of demand _ in- 
duces a drop in quotations. 

The market at present is about 
steady. Reports from the West indi 
cate a preponderance of sellers, but 
possibly that doesn’t mean much. 
The Eastern trade has become so 
thoroughly accustomed to all sorts of 
conflicting reports from that section 
that a few colored statements appear 
trivial. Atthe same time, the West 
is the chief centre of distribution for 
American ore, and the Chicago mar- 
ket is worthy of careful attention, 
even if a drop in prices succeeds an 
advance with perennial frequency.

Ceylon s Supplies of Cardamoms and 
Cinchona Bark, 


Mr. J. Ferguson, 
member to the Colonial and Imperial 
Institutes, delivered an on 
“Tropical Agriculture in Ceylon”’ to a 
well-attended meeting of the members 
of the London Chamber of Commeree, 
recently. Referring to cardamoms 
and cinchona, the lecturer suid: Car- 
damoms or ‘‘grains of paradise,’’ on 
the other hand, are a spice which 
were freely cultivated and exported 
from Ceylon in the time of the Portu- 
guese, between 300 and 400 years ago, 
and also by the Dutch, and afterward, 
like pepper. fell off to a few hundreds 
or thousands of pounds; indeed, the 
Ceylonese began to importsome from 
India for local consumption. This, 
however, was one of the products 
which the coffee planter had begun to 
cultivate with profit when his coffee 
staple failed, and thus the export 
from Ceylon had risen from 9,000 ibs. 
in 1873-4 to 400,000 tbs., and Indian 
planters have been complaining that 
the rush in Ceylon is likely to spoil 
the market, if it has not already done 
so. Altogether there are about 5,000 
acres cultivated with this spice in 
Ceylon plantations, apart from small 
plots in native gardens, the produce 
of which is chiefly consumed locally; 
and although I do not think there is

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much room, even if there were en- 
couragement for extension, yet I see 
no reason why Ceylon should not 
keep up a steady export of from 400,- 
000 to 500.000 ths. of cardamoms, Trav- 
ancore, Coory, and Mysore supply the 
creater part of the Indian production 
of cardamoms, a market for which is 
found in the Presidency — town 
as well as in Europe. India of 
late years have not exported more 
than 400,000 tbs. of cardamoms; lat- 
terly, indeed, only half that figure 
has been reached, although the Cus 
toms’ accounts show for all spices 
(chiefly ginger and pepper, with car- 
damoms) a total export of nearly 
25,000,000 ths. The priceof cadamoms 
in the London market has certainly 
fallen steadily in correspondence 
with increased exports from Ceylon; 
so that while the highest quotation 
was 9s. 1d, in 1880-81. when weshipped 
16,069 ths., it fell to 5s, 2d. five years 
afterward, when our export was 154 - 
105, and now that we send you over 
400,000 ths. it is a little over 2s. So 
that here is another product which, 
if suggested to vou gentlemen in the 
City of London, should be met with 
Piunch’s well - known negative 
“Don’t,” or, at any rate, with very 
cautious encouragement. . 

Still more has that lesson been im- 
pressed by the logie of facts in refer- 
ence to our product, cinchona, the 
history of which in Eastern lands, 
and the metamorphosis resulting in 
the cinchona bark and quinine trade, 
is probably without parallel in the 
whole history of agriculture and 
trade. The result has brought little 
or no permanent benefit to the 
planter, with the ruin of the bark 
trade as formerly conducted, but the 
consequent cheapening of quinine has 
proved an immense gain to humanity, 
especially in malarious countries, the 
full extent of which has by no means 
as yet been fully realized. Systematic 
cinchona culture was first begun in 
Java, but Mr. Clements Markham 
was not far behind with the earliest 
batch of plants for the Nilgiris from 
South America, and from the depot 
formed at the Royal Botanical Gar- 
dens at Kew seed soon after reached 
the Ceylon gardens. For along time, 
however, our director could hardly 
get a planter to look at what they 
knew as a “medicine plant.” The 
first private experiment was begun in 
1863-4 by a Kandy firm, which. still 
maintained a close connection with 
Ceylon. By and-bye plants were 
taken and put out to grow as orna 
mental trees, or as groves or shelter 
belts. After some years, it was found 
on stripping or coppicing such trees 
that the return per tree or per acre 
was not only handsome but was enor- 
mons, and gradually it dawned upon 
.good many that this was not only 
a suitable quick-growing plant, but a 
commercial product of high value. 
The steady failure in coffee which 
about that time set in, gave an im- 
petus to the rush after cinchona, 
until there was scarcely a coffee dis- 
trict or plantation that had not cin- 
chona vlanted right over it. The few 
early planters of course profited 
heavily, some to the tune of £100 or 
more per acre cultivated, but there 
were only a few avres in most cases 
One old planter is fond of narrating 
how his partners threw away £35,000 
to £10,000, because they would not 
allow him to put 150,000 cinchona 
plants on their boundaries andamong 
the coffee in opening their plantation 
in the early sixties, an arrangement 
which, after striking off half for 
deaths, would certainly have given 
£40,000 of bark 10 years later. In 
1880 high water mark for Ceylon bark 
may be said to have been reached, 
when a qguantitv from trees eight 
years old realized 10s. per th., while 
as high a price of 15s. 8d. was got for 
renewed bark from the Nilgiris. Is it 
any wonder then that the Ceylon 
planters, with their coffee crops grow 
ing smaller by degrees, should have all 
gone in for cinchona, until in 1883 it 
was estimated that there were 60,000,- 
000 of plants or young trees growing 
in our hillcountry, and men counting 
on one-half, one fourth, or even one- 
tenth of the return per tree that had 
been got by their neighbors, could 
not fail to reckon that fortune was 
within their grasp. For instance, 
seeing that seven to eight year old 
trees had actually given 15s. net per 
tree of bark, what could be safer than 
to count at least on an average of two 
shillings per tree, in which case it 
was plain that by 1888 to 1890 there 
would fall to be divided among the 
Incky cinchona growers of Ceylon 
some £5,000,000 to £6,000,000. How 
that dream vanished is perhaps fa- 
miliar to you all. In the first place, 
hard necessity on the failure of his 
coffee forced the Ceylon planter to 


harvest bark from young immature 
trees, and exports ran up from 500,000 
ths. in 1879 to nearly 12,000,000 tbs. in 
1884, and was close on 16,000,000 tbs. 
asa maximum in 1887. Even though 
such hark did not analyze heavily, 
yet seeing that the total supply a few 
vears before did not equal 2,000,000 
tbs., the natural result was a great 
fall in price. Howards’ quinine, 
which was 12s 2%d, in 1878-9, fell to 
28. 4d. by 1886-7, and is now not much 
over 1s. per ounce. Very speedily the 
systematic cultivation of cinchona in 
Ceylon was discontinued, save on a 
few estates in the Arva province, 
where unusually rich bark can be 
grown, and the risk of failure of 
plants are very few. But everywhere 
else tea took the place of cinchona, 
and over a wide expanse young plants 
of the latter were pulled out as weeds, 
until from 60,000,000 trees in 1883, a 
liberal calculation now cannot make 
more than 7,000,000 to 8,000,000 of cin- 
chona trees over two years old as 
growing in Ceylon, and the export of 
bark has diminished to one-fourth of 
its highest figure. In proportion as 
the Ceylon export has fallen off, how- 
ever, so has that cf Java, where the 
p'anters less pressed for funds were 
able to allow their trees to mature, 
gone on increasing, and with a much 
richer bark. Java, in fact, along 
with Ceylon and India now controls 
the market, leaving but little room 
for South American bark. My esti- 
mate of the world’s production, or 
rather supply, of bark and consump- 
tion of quinine, quantum valeat, is as 
follows:

There is in this reckoning a margin 
left for a fair proportion of South 
American bark, but if prices should 
improve it is quite certain that East- 
ern lands could increase their ex- 
ports, although, if prices keep low 
for some years to come, and less and 
less attention be given to the trees, it 
is possible we may see a much smaller 
supply and a reaction in prices.

Canada Petroleum Report. 


Since we last went to press, prices 
for both erude oil and refined area 
good deal firmer, which is a natural 
advance forthe season of the year. 
The operations on the exchange the 
past week have again shown the ex- 
treme susceptibility of the specula- 
tive market to buying and selling in- 
fluences and its utter disregard to 
factors which should, under normal 
trading conditions, effect values. To 
this condition ofthe market the lack 
of outside influence may be attrib- 
uted, as few care to risk Operations 
in an article thet is not governed by 
the ordinary conditions of supply 
and demand. The statistical situa- 
tion,and the production and demand, 
having but little effect on the price, 
outside operators are at a loss on 
what to base values, and not being 
able to see the causes which influence 
the changes, are loth to become vic- 
tims of the speculative manipulators 
hence they let oil severely alone. As 
far as one can see ahead at the 
present time Petrolia is bound to re- 
main the head and center of the man- 
ufacture of refined oil and _ the 
amount of crude shipped away to 
outside 1efineries is very small in- 
deed. Where a few years ago we 
found London, Ontario, the oil me- 
tropolis, to-day only one reflnery is 
running and that on no very exten- 
sive seale. The Imperial have ab. 
sorbed most of the retinery rg and 
capital that were running full blast 
those days and to-day they own one 
of the most complete oil manufac- 
toriesin the world. What with the 
lubricating oil, paraffine wax, and gas 
oil that they turn out, nothing is 
wasted, everything is used up and 
their plant is in continual use from 
one year’s end to the other. There- 
fore, it is reasonable to suppose, that 
any refinery that has not all these ap- 
pliances for working up their various 
commodities must in the long run 
come out the short end of the horn, 
unless they have a means by some 
process or other to refine and place 
their oils on the market by a cheaper 
method. The business is to-day 
worked down so fine that it is almos 


impossible to shave it any finer, but 
as this is an age of progress and dis- 
covery no one can tell what a day 
may bring forth. 

Although a large amount of new 
wells are being finished every week 
with more or less good results, they 
hardly more than keep up the supply 
as theold wells are failing in their 
product all the time. We get no 
three or for hundred barrel spouters 
now-a-days to flood the market, and 
it is all the better for the business. 

The majority of the new wells 
drilled the past year is what we call 
the Northwest, or Sarnia and Moore 
township territory, have some of 
them started off in great shape lead- 
ing the neophite operator on to 
spending large sums of money in op- 
erations that he never dreamed of 
when first starting in the business. 
Take a trip among these wells to-day 
and we find with but few exceptions 
very small pumpers and a good many 
abandoned altogether. The old ter- 
ritory has proved more reliable. Take 
Pithole for instance, there we find 
lately some good wells struck. This 
old abandoned water-flushed terri- 
tory after many years of quietude 
commences to pan out its golden fluid 
again, and we can safely say that the 
product from the wells drilled 
through the old territory is more and 
a better average than those put down 
in the Northwest. 

The price of crude remains firm at 
$1 26%. 

Refined is also in much better de- 
mand, the price being about 104@ 
10%c in barrels f. o. b. here.—Petrolia 
Advertiser. 
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Spontaneous Combustion. 


Dr. Kedzie, professor of chemistry 
in the Michigan State Agricultural 
College at Lansing, in a recent ad- 
dress before the Michigan Associa- 
tion of Fire Underwriters, said: 
“Vegetable oils, and especially spirits 
of turpentine, tend to take oxygen 
rapidly from_the air, and thus gene- 
rate heat. The large extent of sur- 
face exposed to the air promotes this 
oxidation, and the rags, being poor 
conductors of heat, retain the heat 
produced by oxidation, and hence 
arises the danger of spontaneous 
combustion. Thedanger is increased 
if the rags are moist. Similar in- 
stances of spontaneous combustion 
are seen in hay mows when the hay 
has been putup damp. The danger 
is greater where the rags are soiled 
by vegetable oils, forexample, linseed 
and cottonseed oil, and especially 
spirits of turpentine used in making 
varnish. 

“One day, while returning from 
Lansing, I saw Mr. Lapman rush out 
from his planing mill with a box of 
smoking sawdust in his hands which 
burst into flames when thrown upon 
the road. <A painter had rubbed the 
paintfrom his hands with the saw- 
dust in the box, and departed uncon- 
scious of danger. Within 15 minutes 
the oil of this paint, thus spread over 
a large surface of sawdust, was smok- 
ing and just ready to break into 
flame. 

“The danger from spontaneous 
combustion is increased where a 
quantity of greased rags are left ina 
ile so loosely placed as to allowa 
ree access of air, yet so compact as to 
keep in the heat caused by oxidation. 
The mineral oils are much less liable 
to spontaneous combustion than veg- 
etable oils.”?

Savannah’s Naval Stores Interests. 


The naval stores trade during the 
past two seasons has suffered from 
the ill effects of overproduction says 
the Savannah News in its annual re- 
view of that city’s trade. The in- 
crease in production was of no pos- 
sible benefit to either manufacturer 
orfactor. It brought less money al- 
though the cost of labor was just as 
high asit has been for several years. 
In fact this has been one of the prin- 
cipal causes of complaint upon the 
part or producers, and is claimed 
that turpentite labor is the best paid 
of any cae of laborers in this coun- 
try. It cost $18 to $22 to chip a crop, 
and trese high prices offer induce- 
ments to the laborer to work three 
days in the week and refrain from 
work the balance. In the face of the 
present low prices manufacturers 
claim not to be able to keep up at 
such rate of wages. 

Itis claimed that prices are below 
the cost of production. Spirits tur- 
pentine show about an average de- 
cline on the season’s business of $3 
per barrel, while the decline in rosins 
was fully 15 percent. The cause of 
the increased production is attributed 
to the number of new {manufacturers 





along the line of the new railroads, 
while there have been very few of the 
older ones retiring. The increase in 
the quantity of naval stores will ap- 
roximate 20 per cent. which is very 
arge when it is considered that the 
revious season’s production was the 
argest up to that of the past year. 
There was a good steady demand 
throughout last season which was 
of course induced by the cheapness of 
the article, and the foreign demand 
also increased. Factors have done 
fairly well, although they are carry- 
ing over some heavy balances. fhe 
outlook for the trade is not very 
encouraging in view of the enormous 
production and a reduction is advo- 
cated by most factors of fully 50 per 
cent, or better still that as few boxes 
as possible be cut, which, if followed 
out, in the end will result in value 
being obtained for the product, as 
well as bettering all connected with 
the trade. Wilmington and Charles- 
ton have virtually abandoned the 
business and it will be seen that 
the world is dependent for its supply 
from this section of territory entirely.

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Natural Gas. 


The enormous extent of the natural 
gas industry and its unprecedented 
growth within the past six years, are 
outlined by Mr. Joseph D. Weeks, in 
the last volume on the mineral re- 
sources of the UnitedStates. Unfort 
unately Mr. Weeks’ record closes 
with the year 1890, but it contains 
much of interest. 

According to Mr. Weeks the total 
consumption of natural gas in the 
United States for the year 1889 was 
552,150,000,000 cubic feet. The value 
of the gas as shown by the returns, 
was $11,044,858, but estimated as to 
amount of fuel it displaced, its value 
was $21,097,099. Its equivalent in 
fuel was 69,018 cords of wood and 
10,198,930 tons of coal. At 10 cents 
per thousand cubic feet, this enor- 
mous amount of gas would represent 
the very handsome sum of $55,215,000. 
Of course, Mr. Weeks only claims 
that the aggregate of 552,150,000,000 
cubic feet is merely an approximation. 
He divides the amount of consump- 
tion among the different industries 
as follows: iron and steel mills, 171,- 
500,000,000 cubie feet; glass works, 
18,750,000,000 ; other industrial estab- 
lishments, 236,900,000,000; heating 
and cooking, 62,500,000,000; pumping 
oil, 7,500,000,000; drilling and operat 
ing oil and gas wells, 30,000,000,000 ; 
other uses, 25,000,000,000. 

The growth of natural gas as a 
commercial product is shown in Mr. 
Weeks’ report by the following fig- 
ures: 

For the year 1885, it displaced 
3,131,600 tons of coal, valued at $4,- 
858,200; in 1886, 6,453,000 tons of coal, 
valued at $10,012,000; in 1887, 9,859,- 
000 tons valued at $95,817,500; in 1888, 
14,063,830 tons, valued at $22,629,875; 
in 1889, 10,198,130 tons, valued at $20,- 
932,059 ; in 1890, 9,774,417 tons, valued 
at $18,667,725. 

The amount and value of the coal 
displaced by gas in 1890, was less than 
in 1889, but owing to the higher prices 
charged for the commodity, the 
amount actually received for the gas 
was greater by at least $1,250,000 in 
1890 than in 1889. 

Pennsylvania ranks first among the 
natural gas producing States; next 
comes Ohio and Indiana, with New 
York fourth. Other States that pro- 
duced natural gas in 189) in smaller 
quantities were Missouri, Kansas, 
California, Illinois, Kentucky, West 
Virginia. Texas, Arkansas, Utah and 
South Dakota. 

The total capital reported as in- 
vested in the production and trans- 
portation of natural gas in the United 
States at the close of 1889, was $59,- 
682,154. Of this amount $46,886,439 is 
credited as the value of wells, pipe 
lines and other properties, while $12,- 
795,715 is placed for the value of the 
gas lands controlled by the various 
companies engaged in the business, 
The total acreage of land used for gas 
purposes is 564,700, with an estimated 
average value of $22 66 peracre. Mr. 
Weeks is of the opinion that this land 
for gas purposes ought to be consid. 
ered as worth at least $100 an acre. 
Of the gas land acreage in the United 
State, 467,175 acres are held in Penn- 
sylvania, Ohio and Indiana. The 
total number of feet of pipe line used 
in the transportation of natural gas 
in the United States at the close of 
1889, were 37,746,093. This pipe ranges 
in diameter from three-cigths of an 
inch up to 36 inches, There were over 
five million feet of eight-inch pipe, 
about five million feet of two-inch, 
three millian feet of three and four- 
inch and about three and a half mil- 
lion feet of six-inch. The total value 
of these pipe lines is placed at $31,637,- 
284. The natural gas industry em- 
ploys nearly 7,000 persons, of which 
5,000 are laborers and the balance fore- 
men, overseers, mecanics, clerks and 
bookkeepers. The amount of wages 
paid for the year 1888 was about $1,- 
750,000.

margin for profit, and several under- 
takings have closed down until prices 
are firmer. 

Of the land pebble industry it is too 
early to speak. as it is only during 
this year that practical operations 
have been commenced, but the orig- 
inal margin of profit has been reduced 
by the fall in prices to avery close 
figure.

We find, therefore, that the fact of 
Florida having dictated the prices of 
phosphate to the world (or in reality 
having been foolish enough to accept 
any prices which sellers might choose 
to offer) has resulted in no benefit to 
the Florida miners, has not enriched 
the manufacturers in Europe, but, on 
the other hand, has caused serious 
losses or cut down the profits of all 
the phosphate-mining industries of 
the Sostd, notably those of South

Having ascertained this fact, the 
question arises as to how the present 
position can be remedicd. 

The demand for phosphates is cer. 
tainly increasing, although temporary 
checks are to be expected from time 
to time, and the fact that the total 
production of pepo from all 
sources increased from 500,000 tons in 
1880 to 1,303,000 tons in 1890 (which lat- 
ter figure must be supplemented by 
the addition of 700,000 tons of basic 
slag, which new fertilizer came on the 
market in 1887), proves that the phos- 
phate trade is as yet only in its early 
childhood. A sudden or considerable 
rise in price. however, is not to be ex- 
pected, for with all the available 
sources of supply which are in view 
and with the certain fact of an in- 
creased praduction in Florida, it is 
not reasonable to suppose that buyers 
will be induced to pay higher prices, 
which can only be realized by an ab- 
sence of weak sellers. It is neverthe- 
less possible to keep the market steady 
and avoid fluctuations, which upset 
the balance of trade and do no good 
to any one, by endeavoring to arrive 
at some kind of an arrangement in 
Florida for the avoidance of senseless

not believe in the possibility of com- 
bining at the present moment all the 
raisers of high-grade in one syndicate, 
yet much may be done by adopting 
rational methods for the marketing of 
the product by confining sale agencies 
to as few hands as possible anid by 
doing away with the system so much 
in vogue, whereby each company has 
some friend to represent them in Eu- 
rope whu is outside the trade and 
has no experience of the phorphate 
market. 

As regards the pebble industry of 
Florida, no amount of competition 
with South Carolina will enlarge the 
consumption of the market, and as 
the price of South Carolina river rock 
is practically the barrometer of the 
European fertilizer trade, it would be 
well for those interested in theso two 
industries to arrive at some arrange- 
ment for pooling the business ; 
for although prices leave a 
margin for profit, it is quite 
as easy—in fact a great deal easier— 
to sell on a firm market at good rates 
than to force sales on a weak and un- 
stable market; and buyers would 
rather pay a higher price, if they felt

to buy at lower figures and by haunted 
by the possibility of a further fall. 

To conclude, Florida has certainly, 
beyoud any possibility of doubt, the 
most extensive and important depos- 
its of phosphates ever discovered, 
and their exploitations can be made 
to return most satisfactory financial 
results under proper mining and busi- 
ness management. The present pol- 
icy, however, of Florida phosphate 
miners, with thair vaunted control of 
the phosphate market, which sounds 
like strength, but is really weakners 
in its must aggravated form, sug- 
gests to us the question of ‘Cui bono?”

TRANSPORTATION NOTES. 


The Northern Pacific Railroad Co. 
has given notice to shippers and 
agents that hereafter it will refuse to 
accept from the Union Pacific or Ore- 
gonShort Line all shipments of freight 
originating at points east of the 97th 
meridian, unless loaded in N. P. ears 
and unless all charges, including the 
local rates of N. P. from Portland, are 
prepaid, 


It is believed the Canadian Pacific 
will be induced to cancel its west- 
bound reduced schedule, Montreal, 
Boston and New York to San Fran- 
cisco. Transcontinental lines have 
been authorized to meet the cut, how- 
ever. The application of the reduced 
rates means a 60% cut. 


The British steamship Wildflower, 
which arrived at Philadelphia on 
Thursday night week from France, 
was loaded and ready for sea again 
on Friday night. She began loading 
at the Crescent Oil Works, at Marcus 
Hook, on Friday morning, and at 5 
o’clock of the same day she was load- 
ed with 5,000 tons of cru le petroleum 
in bulk. She sailed Saturday for 
Rouen, being in port less than 48 
hours. 


At the meeting of the Southern Rail- 
way and Steamship Rate Commission 
at St. Lov 3, the chief discussion was 
relative { freight rates to Mexico. 
Under tk ww adjustment rates from 
St. Louis 5.1.1 be 10 cents per hundred 
above the ocean and rail rates from 
other territories, taking the sum of 
the locals via St. Louis or New York. 
Rates from those points will be ad- 
justed to meet the requirements of 
the Mexican trade. The rates range 
from 79 cents to $1 60 per hundred. 


Things don’t look encouraging for 
the Transcontinental Association with 
the Great Northern already out and 
with the Canadian Pacific going out 
Jan. 1. Still the Canadian Pacific 
has withdrawn its notice of redection 
which was to go into effect Sept. 10. 
It meant to them a loss of about 5027 
in earnings, practically wiping out 
any returns from through traffic. The 
suspension of the notice takes much 
of the sting out of the Canadian 
Pacific’s withdrawal from the Asso- 
ciation.

The pres- 
ent low values of paraffine end petro- 
leum oils have attracted the attention 
of many to these, as being likely sub- 
stitutes for first-class cannels; and 
those of you who have been following 
the technical journals relating to our 
industry cannot fail to have noticed 
the various excellent papers that have 
recently appeared on the subject, 

In the month of December last, I 
was in difficulties as regards cannel, 
and as it was not possible to obtain 
any in time to be of use, paraffine was 
thought of a a likely substitute. 
After a preliminary experiment, an 
apparatus, consisting or a force pump 
and a small steel tank to withstand 
pressure, was got up, and some oil 
gas obtained. An attempt was then 
made to utilize the oil on a working 
scale; and so far as enriching the gas 
was concerned, we had reason to be 
satisfied with the result. But trouble 
awaited us in another direction. The 
tur well got into a condition that left 
its contents of little use, for ~~ pur- 

ose whatever. The tar and liquor 

ay in alternate thin layers; and their 

separation became a difficult matter, 
even with the application of heat 
To obviate this trouble, the amount 
of oilinjected was reduced ; and grad- 
ually a normal condition of working 
was again attained. Reducing the 
Ngee of oil did not appear to affect 
the gain in illuminating power; and 
we began to suspect that the oil had 
in some way been overdone. Atten- 
tion was then directed to the injector 
orifice, and the condition of the re- 
torts, when we discovered that too 
much oil was being injected in a given 
time. If aretort gets more oil than 
itcan gassify, the gas issues at the 
ascension pipe in thick volumes of a 
whitish golor. When a small quantity 
only is injected, the gas is thin in vol- 
ume and of dark brown color. 

The apparatus we now employ for 
the injection of the oil consists of the 
originally slightly modified. On a 
square iron trough, holjing about 80 
gallons, and provided with a scale,

The demand for the majority of 
goods in this line shows a 
provement though there is not as yet 
a sufficient increase in the volume of 
business to call for special comment. 
The general tendency seems to be in 
the direction of an advance and the 
period of unusual depression through 
which this market has been passing 
seems to be at an end. At the same 
time there have been comparatively 
few actual changes in quotations. 
Linseed oilinthis market is higher, 
cottonseed oil is steady, cocoanut oil 
higher and the same may be said of 
olive oil There have been no actual 
changes in the animal oils, bui the 
general tone is one of firmness. The 
mineral oils are selling fairly. but 
show no improvement in price. 


Vegetable Oils. 


Linseed Oil.—The situation in this 
market has changed. A week ago 
Thursday the Western manufac- 
turers held a meeting in Cni- 
eago. The attendance was unusu- 
ally large as the question to be 
discussed was one of vital import 
ance. It was resulved not to make 
a change of quotations in the home 
market but to advance quotations on 
Eastern deliveries 1 cent per gal. 
This decision was communicated to 
the Eastern representatives of the 
trust and other interested parties, 
but itdid not get here by mail until 
Saturday afternoon, after every one 
had availed himself of the chance to 
take a half holiday. Monday was 
Labor Day, and, consequently, it was 
not until Tuesday that the trade gen 
erally was apprised of the action taken 
by the Western crushers. In 
meantime, some of those who had 
been notitied by telegraph of the re- 
sult of the meeting, by agents who 
were looking out for their inter- 


ests, hastened to make the best use | 


of this information. By furnish- 
ing conclusive proof that an advance 
was about to occur, 


ture delivery at the old prices. It is 
claimed that representatives of the 
lead trust were heavy sellers under 
these conditions, but it is also known 
that a very large quantity of out of 
town oil was placed for Septem- 
ber-October delivery, and where 
buyers could not be _ induced 
to make contracts ahead, they 
weie sold whatever they would 
take at the old price. This 
being contrary to the usual practice it 
has created considerable comment 
and an explanation is yet to be fur- 
nished. ‘The only reasonable explan- 
ation is that the lead trust, which is 
anxious to secure buyers for 
surplus of oil, being forewarned of 
the advance by their agents in the 
West, took advantage of their facil- 
ities for obtaining the news, and 
hustled “around to get orders. The 
ageuts of the Western and other out 
ot town crushers learning of the ac- 
tion of the lead trust representatives 
immediately went in to get all the 
orders they could, irrespective of any 
action that might have been taken in 
the West and of which they had not 
yet been officially notified. 'l'o-day and

Cottonseed.—_There have no _ in- 
teresting features of importance 
transpired. Since our last reports 
the cholera scare has continued and is 
having a depressing effect not only 
on this market, but others as well. 
Few export orders are coming to 
hand for the reason this is what is 
called between “hay and grass”’ seas- 
on. Exporters have been feeling 
around to see what would be named 
for new crop oil, but as yet no figures 
are given, except that some of the 
Texas mills are quoting 22c f.o.b. mills 
for prime new crude. This is equal to 
about 28¢ in barrels here. ‘The total 
exports from New York for the year 
ending Sept. 1, 1892, as compared 
with the preceding year show a fall- 
ing off. They were 7,126,755 gallons, 
against 11.003,160 gallons for 1891. 
Trading has been confined to actual 
wants of consumers, and while con- 
siderable figuring has been done to 
meet the views of Western buyers, no 
transactions of importance have 
been closed. The usual report of 
damage to the crop and the prob- 
able poor quality of the new 
seed have been floating around, 
but recent letters from the South in- 


| dicate that while some of these re- 


ports, in a measure, are true, it is too 
early to base an actual opinion re- 
garding the future. In the section 
around Memphis it is reported that 
mills will not begin until late in Oc- 
tober, and that the weather was favor 
able to a good crop. Buyers who were 
inclined to bid 30%e early in the week 
for prime summer yellow are now 
talking about 30¢; this, however, hold- 
Still, it 
is doubtful what would be done ifa 
buyer fora large lot should come to 
the front. The sales comprise 50 bbls 
off crude at 26c¢, 100 bbls prime sum- 
mer yellow at 30%c, 200 bbls choice 
summer yellow at 314%c and 100 bbis 
prime summer yellow at 3ic. Also 
100 bbls off yellow at 30c. The mar- 


| ket closes dull at prime crude 28¢, off 


crude 25@27e, prime summer yellow

oil 32@33c. Messrs. Chas. B. Tainter 
& Bro. of this city to-day issued 
an interesting circular, from 
which we make a_ few extracts: 
“The past summer has been the dull- 
est ever known to the trade, and just 
as prospests were brightening, the 
dreaded Asiatic cholera appears on 
our shores, and fur the present puts 
an effectual embargo on the bulk of 
exports. Owing to the gigantic 
South American financial crisis of 
1890-91, the subsequent forced 
foreign economic measures, and our 
immense cotton crop, there has neces- 
sarily been an over-production of = 
In consequence,careful estimates te 

present stocks at about 175,000 bbls, 
of which about 1u0,000 are provably 
held in this country. No reliable sta-

While the week has been cut short 
by the advent of Labor Day it cannot 
be said that this has either restricted 
the amount of business or, in fact in- 
terfeied with the speculative market 
in any way, there being little life 
to trade that a holiday or two cuts no 
figure in the market. Nor has the 
cholera scare had the slightest influ- 
ence, although this is probably the 
only market covered ty the Reporter

which has not been affected, to a 
greater or less extent, thereby. 
Prices have varied but little 
during the week and have kept 
in the middle fifties, but there 


has been «a marked tendency of the 
fractions to increase, due to the rather 
more favorable reports from the fields 
—fuvorable to holders of oil. The 
field news, however, cunnot be said to 
have been important, and while some 
changes have taken place in produc- 
tion, and new wells brought in, these 
have not been of special importance, 
The reports from the producing fields, 
however, are still regaraed as the 
barometer which should regulate the 
prices on the speculative market, and 
uny marked increase or decrease in 
production is promptly reflected on 
the exchanges. The most noteworthy 
feature of the week is the differ- 
ence shown in the runs and deliveries. 
Since the opening of the present 
month the averages shown by the 
daily pipe line reports indicate a de- 
crease iu runs and an increase in de- 
liveries, anc’ aceording to these in 

complete repuits there has been a con- 
siderable excegs of the latter over the 
former. A synopsis of the reports of 
three of the pipe lines nas been re- 
ceived but they do not present fea- 
tures of sufficient importance to war- 
rant any marked influence on the 
market and traders have not changed 
their tactics. 

Transactions during the past week 
show adecrease from those of the pre- 
vious week, the sales footing up 192,000 
bbls against 293,000 bbls for the preced- 
ing week. ‘The clearances of the local 
exshange amounted to 76,000 bbls, 
against 1,134,000 bbls during the pre- 
ceeding week. ‘The total clearances re- 


ported for the Oil City exchange 
wmounted to 804,000 bbls, against 


2,384,000 bbls for the preceding week, 
‘The highest price of the week was re- 
corded on ‘Thursday, when 55%¢ was 
reached, The lowest poirt of the 
week wus 554%ec, and was touched on 
Tuesday. ‘The opeiing price last 
Tuesday wus 55'4¢, and the vlose this

REFINED AND PRODUCTS. 


Several tank vessels have arrived 
during the past week and their re- 
quirements have brought the total 
engagements of refined for export up 
to about 195,000 bbls. The proportion 
of barreled is fair, and the inquiry 
has been steady, although somewhat 
restricted by the high rates demanded 
for freight room. Tank steamers 
from the Continent, although they 
brought no indications of possible 
contagion, were ordered to fill and 
wash out their tanks with salt water 
before proceeding to place of loading, 
though this caused only compara- 
tively trifling delay. This was use- 
less as petroleum is of itself a far 
more effective destroyer of the dread- 
ed germs than salt water, but prob- 
ably the order was made to allay 
popular apprehension. The price 
of barreled oil has been steady 
at 610c for New York loading, 
6°05c for Baltimore loading, and 
6°05 for Philadelphia loading. Bulk 
oil has also been steady at 3°60c 
here, 3°50c at Philadelphia and 3°50c 
at Baltimore. The principal for- 
eign markets are steady. ‘To-day's 
quotations by cable were: Antwerp, 
14f; Bremen, 6°05m; London, 474@ 
4%d, and Liverpool, 4% @ 4%d. 
Freight rates are firm at 28@2s 3d 
hence to London, and 2s 3d@3s 
to Continental ports, as to port and 
vessel. Home trade lots have been 
in good request and are steady on 
the basis of 8@8%e for 150° water 
white, and Western at 7% @8c. 

Cases forexport have been in better 
request, and sales of about 239.000 
are reported. The price for plain 
tops -has been steady at 6°80c. 
Freight rates are steady. The nom- 
inal rates for large vessels are: 
For Java, 20@21c; Japan, 19%@20c; 
Yokohama, 22@23c; Calcutta,10@11c ; 
Smyrna, 22@23c; Bombay, 16@17c; 
Rangoon, 16@17c ; Singapore, 19@20c ; 
Hong Kong, 19@20c, and for Shang- 
hae, 24@25c; Penang, 19@20c.

Vortmann’s Test for Hydrocyanic Acid. 
BY H. BOWDEN. 


G. Vortmann gives a test for de- 
tecting traces of hydrocyanic, which 
is mentioned in the Blue List No. 42, 
and in the “Year Book of Pharmacy,”’ 
1887, page 124. To the sample sus- 
sacked few drops of potassium ni- 
trite solution and 3 drops of ferric 
chloride solution are added. A yel- 
low-brown precipitate forms. Dilute 
sulphuric acid is added in sufficient 
quantity to dissolve the precipitate to 
a yellow solution; the whole is boiled, 
cooled and the iron removed bya 
drop or two of ammonia. The mix- 
ture is then filtered, and to the filtrate 
a very dilute solution of ammonium 
sulphide is added. A pink-purple 
color is produced,which soon changes 
to blue and remains blue for some 
time, then changing to green and 
lastly to pink-purple, the color not 
being so deep ag the first. Qualita- 
tive experiments showed the test to 
answer very well. 

Quantitative experiments were then 
made. First the strength of the di- 
lute hydrocyanic acid used for the ex- 
periments was obtained by precipi- 
tating a weighed quantity of a dilute 
hydrocyanic acid with silver nitrate, 
and weighing the silver cyanide pro- 
duced. 

Determination A.—Weight of HON 
taken = 6°3955 grams, Ag. ON 
obtained = 0°5945 gram. 

Determination B.—Weight of HON 
taken = 13'2322 grams. Ag. CN 
obtained = 1 224 gram, 

A.—Real HON per cent. = 1°87. 

B.—Real HCN per cent, = 1'86. 

Mean = 1'865 per cent.

prepare most of the pigments experi- 
mented upon, and to prepare them in 
such a form that they should be equal 
in color, &c., to the commercial speci- 
mens. The importance of doing this 
is obvious. We cap only hope to ar- 
rive at accurate knowledge on this 
subject by preparing the pigments ex- 
perimented upon. and knowing their 
history and what they contain. 

This is a most iaborious task, how- 
ever, as published recipes are almost 
useless, and months of experimenting 
were usually necessary beforea single 
pigment mentioned here could be 
sutisfactorily produced. 

In order to make the paper com 
plete, the recipes used in the prepara- 
tion of the pigments should be pub 
lished in full This is impossible at 
present, though they are all carefully 
recorded, and will ultimately be made 
public. 

This paper then is merely a few 
notes on Professor Church’s palette,

The Durability of Modern Pigments in 
Oil * 

Profe-sor Church, in his reeent book 
on the “Chemistry of Paints and 
Painting,’’ has drawn up a selected 
palette of twenty five pigments suit- 
able for oil painting. He divides 
them into two groups, 

Section IL. contains: 

Flake white Vermilion. 

Cadmium yellow. Madder carmine 

Cobalt yellow. Light red. 

Yellow ocher. 

Viridian, Raw umber. 

French ultrama 

rine. Cappagh brown. 
Ivory black

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not pretending to exhaust the sub- 
ject, and to be added to, from time to 
time as fresh results are obtained. 

Let us begin our illustration of 
this palette by selecting from it the 
pigments which require careful 
preparation and careful testing be- 
fore being finally included. ‘They 
are cadmium yellow, cobalt yellow, 
vermilion, madder carmine, French 
Wramarine, Naples yellow, baryta 
yellow, purple madder, madder 
brown, malachite, emerald green, 
Prussian blue. All these pigments 
are artificial except malachite, which 
is of littleimportance; and much will 
depend on the method of preparation, 
careful washing, exclusion of dan- 
gerous impurities, and freedom from 
gross adulteration. The other pig- 
ments in the list are permanent, if 
genuine; and therefore all that is 
necessary is to look out for adultera- 
tion. 


To take, then, the yellow pigments 
mentioned in the first column, and to 
begin with cadmium yellow, careful 
readers of Professor Church’s book 
will find that he refers to only one 
shade of this yellowas being perfectly 
safe, an orange yellow shade. The 
pale cadmiums are notoriously fugi- 
tive, and contain free sulphur, while 
the deep orange cadmiums seem 
apt to change into the yellow vari- 
ties. 

I have been trying myself to obtain 
acadmium of a pure light yellow, 
which sball contain no such objec- 
tionable constituent as free sulphur, 
and shall also be molecularly stable. 
I have been preparing some lately 
which I subject to a dull red heat be- 
fore grinding. This ought to increase 
molecular stability, and would, of 
course, prove destructive to pale 
cadmium, made the usual way. I do 
not feel justified in publishing the 
process ag yet, but I think the pig- 
ment is worthy of a trial, as it ought 
to be stable. 

Oobalt yellow (Aureoline).—This pig- 
ment (a nitrate of cobalt and potass- 
ium) I have prepared from a recipe 
very similar to the one given by Pro- 
fessor Church. I find, after thorough 
washing, and grinding in oil, that it 
is not affec'ed by twelve months’ ex- 
posure out of doors towards the south, 
so that, as far as my tests go, I can 
confirm Professor Church’s good opin- 
ion of it. 

Yellow Ocher.—I have recently had 
my attention directed to a most ob- 
jectionable adulteration of yellow 
ocher with lead chrome yellow. Out 
of seven samples of “Oxford ocher’’ 
sent me by wholesale dealers in pig- 
ments. two contained chrome yellow. 
One of the two consisted very largely 
of whitening tinted with chrome, and 
mixed with a small quantity of apale 
ocher. The result was a sample which 
looked as bright as the best samples of 
genuine Oxford ocher. Prof. Church 
mentions adulteration with yellow 
lake—I have never yet met with a 
| case of this. 











Vermilion —I have described at 
length elsewhere my experimerts on 
this pigment. I find many English 
samples to contain alkaline sulphide, 
and prefer genuine Chinese vermilion. 

The fellowing are the percentages 
of ash found in different samples of 
Chinese vermilion obtained direct 
from China:

be very much improved by washing 
with weak acid, as the following an- 
alysis shows:

All vermilions, including the best 
Chinese vermilion, blacken in sun- 
light, but are, I believe, stable pig- 
ments when exposed to the defused 
light of a room or gallery. 


Madder Carmine.— The madder 
lakes I have experimented on are o 
my own making, and are prepared by 
dyeing well washed alumina with art- 
ifical alizarine, and again thoroughly 
washing. I have prepared a purple, 
aruby, and arose madder. After a 
year’s exposure, the purple has, pos- 
sibly, lost a little, the ruby is un- 
changed, and the rose has very 
slightly faded, and become purpler in 
tint. ‘They are all, practically, unal- 
tered, but with a slight advantage in 
favor of the ruby madder. 

The only other pigment open to 
question in this palette is French ul- 
tramarine. I have not made any ex- 
periments on this pigment, and shall 
therefore pass to section ITI. 

Naples Yellow.—I find no difficulty 
in preparing a real Naples yellow, 
thatis a compound of oxide of lead 
and antimony of a fine color, but 
have not exposed it for a sufficient 
time to test its durability. 


Baryta Yellow, or Lemon Yellow.— 
Professor Church points out that 
lemon yellow is often a strontium 
not a barium chromate, and that the 
barium chromate is much the more 
permanent of the two. 1 have, there- 
fore, only experimented on the ba- 
rium chromate, pre; aring it myself 
Itseems to me to lose slightly in 
brilliancy after twelve months’ ex- 
posure. As lead chrome and Prus- 
Sian blue are _ known to be mutually 
destructive, I thought it as well to 
test a mixture of barium chrome and 
Prussian blue. I find that a bright 
green is produced, which is only 
slightly dulled by twelve months’ ex. 
posure. Here and there the Prussia,, 
blue seems to have faded, causing the 
yellow to show up through it a Tittle 
more, but they do not seem to have 
any injurious action on each other. 

Purple madder I have already re- 
ferred to, and I have not tested brown 
madder of my own making for a 
longer period than six months: for 
that period it was not affected. ’

stability are malachite and emerald 
green. Malachite is so little used 
that I have not experimented on it. I 
have described elsewhere the prop 
erty which emerald green possegses 
of slightly dissolving in the linseed 
oil, and slowly diffuslng through it 
after itisdry. It is, of course, fata! 
both to cadmium yellow and ver- 
milion, turning them black. Forthis 
reason, I think it is better rejected, 
or, if used, only occasionally by itself, 
and far away from any cadmium yel- 
low on the picture. I shou!d advise 
the introduction of cobait green into 
the palette. It is a durable and 
beautiful pigment. 

Prussian Blue.—Itis very difficult 
to try Prussian blue that has been 
properly washed. It is apt tocontain 
as much as 3 per cent. of tree sul- 
phuric acid, and often large quanti- 
ties of potassim ferrocyanide. Eng: 
lish makers are, in my experience, 
peculiarly careless; and I find it best 
to buy prussian.blue in Germany. It 
is troublesometo make. The blue I 
have obtained from there never con- 
tains more than ‘01 per cent. of free 
acid, so that it is easily washed suffi 
ciently. Ihave had some of a per- 
fectly washed blue exposed for twelve 
months. I find it has faded some- 
what, and become greener in tint. It 
must be remembered, however, that, 
in the dark, Prussian blue recovers; 
so that it should be stable in an ordi- 
nary room. [I find that it may be 
mixed with cobalt yellow with im- 
punity. All the other pigments in 
this palette are of undoubted sta- 
bility, and are above question. 

In the course of these notes I have 
referred more than once to the effect 
of light on these pigments. My 
method of testing this was as follows: 
I selécied an attic window looking 
nearly due south, and I hung outside 
it a wooden frame, into which I could 
slide glass plates (half plate size) 
After preparing, washing, and drying 
a pigment, I ground it in pure cold- 
pressed sun-retined linseed oil, and 
rubbed it out on two glass plates, get- 
ting the two patches of color to 
look as nearly the same as pos 
sible. I put them both away 
to dry, and after they were dry I] 
slipped one plate into the frame and 
put the other away into a plate box. 
In this way the plate outside was ex 
posed to all the weather and sun for 
twelve months, from September to 
September.

The results may be briefly summed | 


up as follows: Linseed oil is perme- 
able by moisture and gases, and con- 


sequently affords poor protection to |

They are not soluble to the same 
extent, if at all, in resin. These re- 
sults, though of litule practical appli- 
sation at present, may, I hope, lead 
to the discovery of an improved medi- 
um which will protect the isolate pig- 
ments ground in it, and so add to the 
durability of pictures.

Notes on the Opium Poppy—lIts Culti- 
vation, Ete. 


Before the beginning of our era the | 


chief properties of opium—the milky 
juice of the white poppy—were known 
to the ancients. From the writings 


of the teachers of medicine as it was | 


practised in those early days, it is 


evident that the collection of the drug | 
a | 


was carried on in Asia Minor at 
comparatively remote date. 

The cultivation is some centuries 
old in Persia also, and gradually the 
industry was carried into other coun- 
tries where the conditions were favor- 
able to its development. These con- 
ditions are not alone such as are 
associated with climate, but involve 
aig0 the serious question of cost of 
labor and value of land—questions

palette, provided the pigments men- | 


which have proved in themselves 
sufficient to quash schemes for opium 
production in countries and districts 
where the climate and _ soil seemed 
most favorable to the industry. 

The introduction of opium, and the 
cultivation of the poppy into India, 
was, according totradition, associated 
with the spread of Islamism, and the 
16th century was still young when the 
drug was first mentioned as a product 
of that country. 

It is not, of course, the purpose of 
these notes to describe the process of 
poppy cultivation and opium _prepar- 
ation followed in our Indian Empire, 
but it will be necessary to occasionally 
refer to the methods adonted for the 
sake of clearness and intelligibility. 

Reference has heen already made 
| to what may be called “The Agricult- 
ural Factors’? in the industry. Cer- 
| tain climatic conditions are of im- 

portance such as a moderate rainfall 
—any excess in this direction is fatal 
to the cultivation—and of course the 
opium poppy. like all forms of vegeta- 
tion, is subject to slight variations 
| dependent upon the nature of the soil 
in which itisgrown. Experience has 
proved, for instance, that opium pre- 
pared from poppies_ grown in the 
hilly districts of the Himalayas yields 
| half as much morphine again as that 
from capsules reared in the plains.

These chaffy fruits (of a Rumesx spe- 
cies) are one of the characteristics of 
so called ‘Smyrna’ opium, while 
another is the considerable variation 
in the size of the lumps. This has 
been already intimated in describing 
the mode of collection. 

Bags of the opium having been 
transported to Smyrna (the port from 
which the drug is named) are placed 
as they are in cool warehouses under 
conditions most favorable to avoid- 
ance of loss of weight by evaporation. 
The purchaser removes the bags to 
his own warehorise, and here the seals 
on the bags are broken and the lumps 
separately examined by an Official 
specially appointed. This expert es- 
timates the value of a piece according 
to its external appearance, color, 
weight, and so on Pieces, the qual- 
ity of which is suspected, are put 
aside and the opium is thus separated 
into three or four qualities, 

In other countries some variations 
in the modes of procedure are fol- 
lowed. Thus in Persia the capsules 
are cut in a special manner (nearly 
every opium producing country has 
itsown method of incision), and the 
juice carried to the market in copper 
vessels. This kind of opium occurs 
in rounded cakes, weighing 6-10 
ounces, firm in consistence and pale 
brown internally. It is perhaps 
scarcely necessary to repeat that 
only the Turkish drug is of promi 
nent commercial interest. 

In China, the incisions are made 
with a three-bladed knife, the exuded 
juice seraped off and transferred to a 
small jar carried at the collector’s 
waist. The best qualities are sun- 
dried, but the samples hitherto exam- 
ined have proved somewhat poor in 
morphine. It is said, however, that

t In conclusion, it will be interesting

of morphine in opium. A method,

Three drms. of tinely powdered 
opium are triturated with an equal 
quantity of water, the paste diluted, 

washed into tared flask with more 

water, and the weight of the contents 
made up to 27 drms. ‘The mixture is 
aside, with frequent shaking, f: r 
a quarter of an hour and filtered; to 
21 drms. of the filtrate are added 1 
dim, ofa mixture o! 17 per cent. of ain 
monia and 83 per vent. of water, the 
wh le mixed by revolving (not by 
shaking) in the hand, and immediately 
filtered. 

Eighteen drms. of the filtrate 
mixed in an accurately tared flash 
with 5 drms. of acetic ether, 2 drms. 
of the dilute of ammonia are added, 
aud the whole powerfully shaken, In 
‘order to separate the emulsion sy 
formed 5 drms. more of acetic ethe: 
ure added, the ethereal layer poured 
off as much as possible, another 4 
i‘ drms,. of the solvent poured in, aud 
the decanting repeated, The con- 
tents of the flask with the slight laye: 
excess of acetic ether are then 
i thrown upon a filter without regard- 
j}ing the crystals remaining in the 

flask, and the latter with the filter 

washed twice with 24% drms. of wate 
saturated with acetic ether. 

Having allowed the flask to drain 
well, and when the filtrate has ceased 
dropping, both are dried at 100° C, 
the contents of the filter transferred 
to the flask by means of a hair pencil, 
and the whole dried till of constart 
weight, 

‘This method naturally looks more 
involved than it is, for, as a mat- 
ter of fact, it is quite readily and 
conveniently carried out, and may be 
entirely performed in three heurs. 
As already intimated, the process has 
been subjected to very keen and crili- 
cal examination, from which it has 
emerged with a good claim to reli 
ability and usefulness. Almost every 
stage in the process has been ex- 
perimentally tested with a view to 
detect possible sources of error; but, 
ufter all, it stands in the form above 
given. It may, perhaps, be added 
that some kinds of opium will not 
yield after the maceration 21 drms. 
of tiltrate; in this case the residue on 
the fil:eris gently pressed with athick 

giass rod, and in this way the re 
quired volume can be made up.

The week under review has been 
rather more quiet than its predeces- 
sor. The quarantine regulations gov- 
erning this port have in a measure 
been responsible for this fact. Al- 
though a number of inquiries are re- 
ported for several articles, the impos 
sibility of prompt importations have 
rendered holders loath to part with 
large quantities for the present, and 
no sales of great magnitude have 
come to light. We append the table 
of advances and declines:

On the contrary, a 
feeling of stiffness is generally preva- 
lent, encouraged in a measure by the 
possibility of an increasing consump- 
tion, through the channel of mor- 
phine, should the continuance of 
cholera prove of long duration. 
Moreover, the position of the markets 
abroad warrants a stronger rather 
than a weaker feeling. The values of 
powdered opium rule firm at un- 
changed prices, $2 25@2 35 as to 
holder and quantity. e quote the 
following from a London consempo- 
rary; *“*‘ The London market has been 
exceedingly active lately. Last week 
the total tales amounted, it is said, to 
about 180 cases, at an advance of 
1s per lb upon Druggists’ kinds. 
This week the amount of _busi- 
ness transacted has not’ been 
quite so heavy, but prices are 
fully maintained at the recent ad- 
vance. For fine druggists’ opium up 
to 7s 6d per lb has been paid, and for 
seconds from 6s 6d@7s per lb. The 
demand for soft shipping qualities 
has not been go active, but these also 
have somewhat advanced in price, 8s 
6d per lb being the highest tigure yet 
paid. In Persian opium there has been 
a good deal of business this week at 
9s per th, according to quality, and 
now 9s 6d per fb is asked for fine. Of 
new-crop opium only some lots of 
Gueve (Constantinpple pats) have as 
yet come to hand here. The quality

A sample of Russian petroleum was 
next obtained, to ascertain whether it 
possessed any advantages over Scotch 
paraffine for mixing in coal gas re- 
torts. The first difficulty with it was 
its viscidity ; but this was in a .meas- 
ure overcome by the application of 
heat and an admixture of paraffine. 
The effect on the illuminating power 
was about equal to that of paraffine, 
but in the tar well matters,if anything, 
becomes worse than they were before. 
Paraffine oil tar mixes with coal tar; 
but on distilling a mixture of coal and 
petroleum tar in the ordinary way, 
and casking up the refined tar, petro- 
leum was a few days afterward found 
floating on the top. From this it was 
quite apparent that the tar from 
petroleum renders coal tar valueless 
—probably because it contains much 
unchanged petroleum. In any case, 
the low flash point of this oilis against 
its general adoption. Scotch oil is 
comparatively safe in this respect. 

With the object of discovering to 
what kind of treatment oil gas was 
amenable, I visited the oil gas works 
of the Caledonian Railway Co., at 
Bridge street station, Glasgow, where 
gas is made on Pintsch’s system, the 
material employed being theScotch 
oil I had been experimenting with. 
After being treated in a manner very 
similar to coal gas, the oil gasis 
stored in a holder, and thereafter 
transferred to boiler shaped tanks 
under a pressure of 150 ibs. per square 
inch. The railway company’s books 
showed the make jer gallon to be 
about 80 cubic feet—corresponding to 
20,800 cubic feet perton. The initial 
illuminating power was said to be 62 
candles, and the candle power after 
compression 56. From the way the 
gas withstands this severe test, it ap- 
pears reasonable to suppose that its 
permanency is equal to that of coal 


gas. This has long been a disputed 


point. To determine its stability a

In April last the oil was gasified (by 
the method just described) in various 
proportions to the ton of coal, in 
order to note what increase was made 
on the illuminating power of 20°5- 
candle gas, and also to note how far 
such increase was in accordance with 
theoretical mixtures of the two. The 
qu ntities of oil gasified varied from 
6 to 40 gallons to the ton of coal; and 
the gas produced in each case after 
being allowed time to diffuse was 
tested for durability. This had to be 
resorted to, as I did not have a stand- 
ard photometer at my disposal; and 
in my after calculations this want has 
caused me to adopt the common accep- 
tance that the durability divided by 
two equajs the candle power. The 
rise in illuminating power was satis- 
factory when 6, 8, 10, 12 and 16 gallons 
of oil were used per ton; but the 
stationary 
On comparing 
the results with the theoretical candle 
power, it was found that the illumina- 
ting power of the lower prcportions 
were in excess of, and that of the 
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cubic feet of gas made from oil alone, 


the oil being injected into the retort 


as already described. The gas made 
per gallon (as shown by the station 
meter) was about 65 cubic feet—cor- 
responding to 17,000 cubic feet per 
ton. Want of astandard photometer 
handicapped me here again, and con- 
sequently I did not ascertain the can- 
dle power. The gas was allowed to 
remain in the holder from the 4th to 
the 20th of May, and during this pe- 
riod daily observations were made to 
prove its stability or otherwise. The 
lowest temperature recorded by the 
water in the tank was 44° F., and the 


whole time being 46° F. The lowest 
temperature recorded by the ther- 
mometer in the sun was 45° F., and 
the highest 55° F.—the average being 
50°F. The atmosphere most of the 
time was thick and foggy. The du- 
rability and the hydrocarbons ab- 
sorbed by bromine were tested daily, 
and it was here that the most unex: 
pected results were obtained. Neither 
of these fell away in the least during 
the whole period. On May 5th 70'9 
minutes was the durability recorded, 
and hydrocarbons absorbed by _bro- 
mine 20 per cent. On May 20th the 
results obtained were 712 minutes, 
and 20 _ cent. of hydrocarbons. 
During the above time the durability 
did not vary more than about a min- 
ute, and the hydrocarbons remained 
absolutely constant. From the dura- 
bility obtained, it would appear that 
the illuminating power was compara- 
tively low, but I am of opinion that 
our jet photometer (adjusted as it was 
for 25 candle gas) was unaple to cope 
with the oil gas. The only burner I 
could get to consume the gas satis- 
factorily was a Bray’s No. 0; and this 
gave a light superior to a No. 4, with 
25 candle gas. 

To test the stability of the gas under 
cold, 300 cubic feet were passed at the 
rate of about 1% cubic foot per hour 
through 20 feet of block tin pipe im- 
mersed in a mixture of ice and salt, 
and the liquid hydrocarbons collected. 
In all 7 cubic centimeters were con- 
densed—corresponding to a condensa- 
tion of 0°3 cubic foot per 1,000. After 
this 300 cubic feet of gas, from the 
coal used for mixing, were next sub- 
jected to the same test; and exactly 
the same amount of condensation 
took place. These results, if they are 
worth anything, show that oil, gasi- 
fied in ordinary coal gas retorts, yields 
a gas that is equally as permanent as 
coal gas. 

The purification of oil gas need 
hardly be entered upon, as the oil 
contains only 0°06 to 0°07 per cent. of 
sulphur. The value of tar produced 
in the manufacture of oil gas varies 
from 15 to 25 per cent. of the oil used. 
It is neutral in reaction and has a 
specific gravity of about 1'1. It is 
said to be free from phenols and basic 
constituents, and to contain but little 
benzexoid hydrocarbon. There seems 
to be considerable doubt as to the value 
of the tar; and in order to throwsome 
light on the subject, a quantity of tar 
was obtained and examined. The tar 
was formed during the gasification of 
shale oil in a Pintsch’s retort; and it 
has to be borne in mind that it may 
differ considerably from that formed 
during the gasification of oil in or- 
dinary fire clay retorts. The specific 
gravity of the tar was found to be 1'09. 
On distillation, a total yield of 9°9 per 
cent. wus obtained up to 100° C., the 
amount operated on being two gal- 
lons. The naphtha was treated in the 
usual way with soda and sulphuric 
acid, and then submitted to fractional 
distillation. It yielded 37°7 per cent. 
of 90 per cent. benzol, of a specific 
gravity of 0°879. The benzol was 
nitrified, when 100 parts produced 
151'8 parts of nitrobenzol, having a 
specific gravity of 1:°201. The oil tar, 
therefore, contained 2°87 per cent. of 
90 per cent. benzol—a larger propor- 
tion than that usually obtained from 
ordinary coal tar. 

A sample of tar from our own well 
was now examined. For some time 
previous, oil had been used in con- 
junction with coal to the extent ef 9 
gallons toaton. An examination of 
this tar for naphtha and _ ben- 
zol would, therefore, give a gen- 
eral indication of its value when 
oil was inregular use. The specitic 
gravity ofthe sample was 1°105, It 
gave a total distillate of 13°9 per cent. 
up to 100° C. (naphtha, 5°1; water, 8°8). 
The specific gravity of the naphtha 
was 0°927, and yielded 20°2 per cent. of 
90 per cent. benzol of specific gravity 
of 0°856. On nitrification, 100 parts 
gave 141 parts of nitrobenzol, specific 
gravity 1189. The tar, therefore, 
yielded 1°03 per cent. of 90 per cent. 
benzol of Tr low gravity. The fol- 
lowing are the results in tabulated 
form:

To compare the cost of enriching 
by oil as against a first-class cannel is 
rather a difficult matter, seeing one 
of the prime factors—the illuminating 
power--is awanting in the case of the 
former.

Caustic soda 
is also firmer, under light offer 
ings for prompt or nearby de- 
livery. Chlorate of potash has been 
advanced and the sume may be said 
of cream tartar, oxalic acid and 
coperas. Nearly all of the ammon 
iates are higher owing in a measure 
to the non delivery of goods down the 
bay and the probable stoppage of 
shipments from Hamburg. Nitrate 
of soda is easier in all possitions, 
while brimstone has ruled quiet and 
steady. The other changes are noted 
below. In speaking of the Liverpool 
market under date of September Ist 
1892, Messrs. J. P Brunner & Co. say:

Bleaching Fats and Soaps by Liquid 
Chlorine. 


A new departure has been made in 
the matter of supplying, commer- 
cially, liquid chlorine for bleaching 
purposes. 

The process of liquefying gases by 
cold and pressure has been used for 
some years in supplying carbonic 
acid for various purposes, and in the 
case of that gas has been attended by 
very good results, there being at pres- 
ent about a dozen factories in the 
United States making and selling 
liquified carbonic acid exclusively. 
Owing to the convenience and sim- 
plicity of applying liquidfied gases in 
practice, and owing to the economy of 
manufacturing on a large scale, it 
would appear to be probable that 
liquid chlorine will be favorably re- 
ceived by the consumers of bleaching 
agents, among whom are also the soap 
manufacturers ‘ 

For the bleaching of soap or of fats 
chlorine is used by some, and for such 
purpose it is probable that the liquid 
chlorine will prove the cheapest source 
and the easiest mode of obtaining it. 
For the bleaching of tallow, oils, &c., 
un aqueous solution of chlorine is 
used, agitating with it the stock, ina 
wooden vat or any other vessel which 
is not attacked by the hydro chloric 
acid which form by the action of the 
chlorine on the water. 

When it is used for bleaching a 
soap (as for instance a cottonseed foot 
soup), a week lye, saturated with chlo- 
rine, is empluyed; the batch of soap 
operated on having an excess of 
strength from the start. Care in 
handling the drums is necessary, as 
the contents are under considerable 
pressure. 

The price of Liquid Chlorine at 
present is 25 cents per pound. The 
drums (which are charged for, but are 
intended to be returned), hold about 
220 pounds, but we understand that 


smaller sample drums containing 30 | 


pounds are on the market.

Knowledge: 

**Chlorine was condensed by North- 
more in 1805, but his experiments at- 
tracted little attention till years later, 
when Faraday had made a specialty 
of the liquefaction of gases, and the 
attention of the scientific world was 
drawn to the subject. Then, as usu- 
ally happens, forgotten records were 
found of earlier work on the same 
lines, The latter, but independent, 
observation by Faraday (1823) of the 
liquefaction of chlorine is, however, 
the commencement of the systematic 
study of the subject. Faraday has 
the only kind of priority which is of 
real importance in scientific discovery 
—that, namely, of being the first to 
make the subject fruitful,and the first 
to makeits importance generally un- 
derstood. Faraday had been experi- 
menting on the solid hydrate of chlor- 
ine which separates out in yellowish 
crystals when ice-cold water is satur- 
ated with chlorine gas. Sir Humphry 
Davy, to whom at that time Faraday 
acted as assistant, suggested that the 
crystals should be sealed up in a glass 
tube and heated. Davy gave at the 
time no reason for his suggestion, 
and Faraday himself did not know 
what to anticipate from the experi- 
mert. The crystals of the solid hvd- 
rate were placed at one end of a V 
shaped glass tube, which was then 
closed by sealing up the g‘ass in the 
blow-pipe flame. The crystais being 
warmed to 60° F. underwent no 
change, but at 100° F. “ the substance 
fused, the tube became filled with a 
bright yellow atmosphere, and on ex- 
amination was found to contain two 
fluid substances, the (chlorine water), 
about three fourths of the whole, was 
of afaint yellowish color, baving very 
much the appearance of water; the 
remaining fourth was a heavy bright 
yellow fluid, lying at the bottom of 
the former without any apparent ten- 
dency to mix with it.””. At 70° F. the 
pale portion congealed (7. e., the hyd- 
rate separated out), although even at 
32° F. the yellow portion did not 
solidify. 

Heated up to 100° F. the yellow fluid 
appeared to boil, and again produced 
the bright-colored atmosphere It 
was found that by heating to 100 F. 
the yeliow liquid (fluid chlorine) could 
be distilled from the pale colored liquid 
(chlorine water) so us to get them in 
different limbs of the bent tube, “If 
when the fluids were separated the 
tube was cut in the middle the parts 
flew asunder asif with an explosion 
the whole of the yellow portion dis- 
appeared, and there was a powerful 
atmosphere of chlorine produced ; the 
pale portion, on the contrary, re- 
mained and when examined proved 
to be a weak solution of chlorine in 
water with a little muriatic acid.’’— 
American Soap Journal.
